-21. (New) An Internet domain name server (DNS) apparatus comprising: 
a first interface to receive a DNS resolution request; and 
a second interface to return the IP address of a first one of a plurality of servers 
such that a total number of times that the IP address of the first one of the plurality of 
servers is returned is proportional to a relative weight of the first one of the plurality of 
servers relative to a total weight of the plurality of servers* 

22. (New) An Internet domain name server (DNS) apparatus comprising: 

first processing logic to identify a plurality of client domains that have recently 
requested to be connected to a plurality of servers; 

second processing logic to apportion the plurality of client domains among the 
plurality of servers such that a percentage of requests served by each one of the plurality 
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of servers is proportional to a relative weight of each respective one of the plurality of 
servers; 

a first interface to receive a DNS resolution request from one of the plurality of 

client domains; and 

a second interface to return an IP address of one of the plurality of servers to 

which the one of the client domains was apportioned.-- 



REMARKS 



Applicant respectfully requests consideration of the subject application as amended 
herein. Applicant has submitted new claims 21 and 22. The new claims are fully supported by 
the originally filed specification in the prior application and no new matter has been added 
hereby. New claim 21 is an independent apparatus claim similar to allowed claim 1 in the prior 
application. New claim 22 is an independent apparatus claim similar to allowed claim 7 in the 
prior application. Because the new claims are similar to the claims allowed in the prior 
application, Applicant submits that claims 21 and 22 are also allowable and such action is 
respectfully requested. 

Applicant has amended the title for the purpose of clarifying that apparatus claims are 
included in the specification and the claimed subject matter. 
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Applicant has amended the specification to include the continuing information of prior 
application numbers 09/225,194 filed January 5, 1999 and 08/850,782 filed May 2, 1997.
